..At the time when rails 
were used, some compa- 
nies went to great 
lengths to find plastics 
that would help you slide to your maximum potential? One of 
these companies was Powell (It was then known as Powell 
Peralta) who devised ingenious devices to aid them in their 
search for the "ultimate" rail. One particularly interesting item 
was the “rails-attached-to-box-drop," which looked suspicious- 
ly familiar to the "Edge" amusement park ride at Great 
America in Gurnee, IL. Basically it looked like a large "L" 
which stood approximately 8' tall but with a transition where 
the two segments connected. The research and development

would then 


take two 
experimental 
rails and 


attach them to 
a box with a 
rope on one 
end of it. This 
box would 
then be 
hauled up the 
L-shaped slide 
and at the pin- 
nacle they 
would detach 
it. The box 
would then 
slide down the "L" and eventually stop at some point. The dis- 
tance that the box traveled would then be measured and 
recorded. This same test was performed for the research of 
bearings. After two years of experiments like these, Powell 
arrived at the ultimate rail, known to the world as the "Thin 
rib™ ." It consisted of the plastic "Delrin™ ," and was the ever 
popular color, orange. The sad fact to the whole matter was 
that the ultimate rail came at the ultimate wrong moment. As 
you all know, no one rides rails anymore and consequently, in 
some dark comer of the warehouse, lie approximately 40,000 
rails. Rumor has it that the remaining stockpile of this plastic 
material was used on the “V2" slick bottoms. Remember? 
They were the ones that didn't adhere to the wood very well 
and bubbled. But hey, at least you could see the graphics 
through them. 
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step by step: how to steal bus stop posters 


Depending on your city's public transportation facilities you may be able to decorate your room 
with huge posters of high fashion ads with hot babes like Claudia Schiffer or hit movies like 
"Batman" or, as in our case, "3 Ninjas." Bus stop posters are five feet tall and almost four feet wide, 
so with just 2 or 3 you can wallpaper your whole room. The posters are secured by nothing more 
than a few tiny allen screws. The only catch is that the screws have little posts in the middle so 
regular allen wrenches won't fit them. To unscrew them all you need is a 4mm allen wrench with its 
tip drilled out in the middle. You can also use a pair of pliers to loosen them by gripping the heads 
of the screws which stick out slightly. This is usually more difficult especially if they're screwed on 
tight. A sledge hammer also works but is not recommended. 1-Find a good poster to steal. 2-Exit 
car and unscrew all screws holding glass door shut. 3-Open glass door. 4-The posters are fas- 
tened by a thin strip of metal on top which falls when you pull them out. Hold poster and pull 
straight down. This is important since pulling it down at an angle can cause the metal strip to rip a 


hole through the poster when it falls. 5-Roll up poster. 6-Stuff poster in car. 7-Drive away.

first time | met Sean Sheffey was a few years ago at the NYC 
Street Contest. As | looked out over the sponsored am prac- 
tice session, | noticed a small dust cloud rising from behind the rowdy crowd 
which had assembled. | could hear people shouting as the crowd swayed 
slightly back and forth. A fight! | thought to myself. Then, to my surprise, the 
crowd parted, and out flew a large black man-child, with a giant blonde Don 


King afro. He took two giant 
pushes, hit the transition and 


exploded a good 15 feet in 
the air. The crowd was silent 
\as he cleared the 10ft box, 
then turned backside 180, 


and floated to the ground. He 
wheel bit and was thrown from his board, bouncing across the pavement all 
the way into the crowd. Everybody went wild. | could hardly believe it. He did- 
n't look hurt or injured, he didn't even look embarrassed after pounding him- 
self on the cement in front of all those people. He just smiled and nodded as 
he surveyed the ground he had just covered, The crowd began yelling his 
name. “Sheffey!” “Yeah Sheff!” “Go Sheffey!" "Give ‘em hell, Sheffey!" 

It was like everybody 
knew him. | mean everybody. 
One of his teammates skated 
up and slapped him five. 
Another guy leaned over the 
rope and slapped him five. 
Then a few more people 
slapped him five. By now 
everybody was slapping him 
five. He was slapped-five one 
hundred and twenty seven 
times. | know. | counted. 

It was a scene | would 
witness many more times 
before the contest was over. 
Sheffey going too fast, too 
far, too high, and slamming 
much too hard. Each time he 
would stand up tall, shake his 
head and smile or snap his 
fingers, as if to say ‘missed it 
by that much,’ just like Don 
‘Adams always used to do on 
Get Smart. Moments later I'd 
see some dust above the 
crowd in the distance, then 
the crowd would part, and the 
whole thing would start over 
again. He finally made a 


backside 180 over the box Weg 
that day and it was by far the 
biggest one I'd ever seen. It Sean Shettey, May 5, 1972. 


was the highlight of the con- 
test, but it was by no means a rare moment in the skateboarding life of Sean 
William Shetfey. | remember asking his teammate, Felix Arguelles what his deal 
was that day, and he said, "No special deal. Shef's like that everyday.” 

It wasn't until a year and half later that | really got to know Sean. He 
came out to San Diego to film his part for the Life video, and he was exactly 
as | remembered. Same 
crazy hair, same fast speed, 


same reckless approach, = 
same hard slams, and the 
same spectacular skate- 
boarding. As | became 
friends with Sean | found 


that he's more of an artist 
than an athlete-fighter type. He likes to read, and enjoys discussing racism, 
music, nutrition, religion and the weather. He especially likes to draw and do 
graffiti. He has a wife named Julie and a son named Julien. Sean splits his 
time between being a teenager, a father, a husband, and a pro skater. 
The following interview took place in my car one afternoon in the world 
industries’ parking lot. Sean had just returned from a 9 day tour of Japan with ee ae 
Danny Way and Rick Howard. as S

Why go for 100% of 1%? 

Whether you believe it or not, our industry has gotten 
away from us and the promotion of professional skateboarding 
is on the brink. What the hell happened? I'd say it's a product, 
of misdirected promotion, plain and simple. 

‘As we approached the late 80's and early 90's, skate- 
board manufacturers really started to key in to the market. They 
listened well to their young pro skaters for marketing and prod- 
uct direction, They did @ good job of this and in doing so did 
everything the pro suggested. But the pro unknowingly steered 
the unassuming company into a hardcore valley. Sales natural 
ly went down (because of the limited hardcore market). 

The pro skaters, bummed and always wanting more 
and always wanting to promote their lifestyle decided to 
form their own companies. This ended any and all coopera- 
tive promotion in the skateboard industry and tured it into 
an industry free-forall. Some of the new companies were 
only false “ownerships” but some were legit. | think of a 
mutiny. A twenty man crew jumps ship and sails away in 
twenty lifeboats, each to land on a different island where 
they immediately become kings. Each is a ruler, Each ruler 
doing things his way in complete control but each separate- 
ly and limited to his own island. If this sounds like it's 
going to be a 60's "come together” speech, it's not. Our 
problems are not of unification within the industry but of 
image outside. 

| firmly believe that the pro skater is completely capa- 
ble of marketing with a success rate of 100% to the market 
he knows. The hardcore market. This is admirable but as 
implied above, the ‘core market is not where the money is. 
They say "We're not in it for the money. It's all about 
skaters making boards for skaters. We sold 400 boards 
last month. That's good for us. Dad can | borrow another 
$5,000." You see, they're just playing shop. 

“Making products" is very, very, easy to do in the skate 
world, There are only four or five places that really do it. AS & 
‘company owner, you call for decks, whore out or create a few 
“pros”, make up cartoon artwork, get 
them screened, get some wool ball 
hats, stickers, a few Tshirts, a typed 
price list, and call AWH and Eastern 
and you're in business. For three 
months at the least. This is where one 
key to our demise lies. It's too easy. 
Anyone with $10,000. can do it. We 
all know that already. 

One Question is, can the pro 
skater also act as a marketer and a 
pro skater at the same time, and will 
his "pro" marketing direction lead to more or less sales? The 
answer is either yes or no, depending on his goals, know 
edge, experience, work ethic, sawy and a dozen other leamed 
attributes that make up a successful businessman, but it’s a 
free country and anyone can do what they want. More power 
to them but it's when their misdirected control effects the 
industry in general (and my pocketbook), it's frustrating to say 
the least. 

As a popular pro skater, you are very limited in business 
‘experience by your style of living, Apartments, TV, coo! CO's, 
skate sessions, eating, sleeping late, eating again, hanging out 
with the bros, nailing chicks. it's a very small "close net” word 
and a a brand new, street sawy, uneducated 20 year old mar- 
keter, you will probably want to market in the direction you 
know. That world. Well, once again, "that world” is @ small 
cone, Things are certainly much larger out there than most of 
the new company “owners” realize. Believe it or not, most kids 
still have parents that love them, houses to live in, dinner on 
the table at 7, a dog named "Rex" and a room full of Michael 
Jordan posters. That's a fact. No tattoos, no orange hair 
and...no skateboards, 

| saw a young kid in a XXXXXLG (SXLG) Tshirt last week- 
‘end, It looked like a dress. What 2 joke. Parents are out off and 
contrary to popular skate belief, they stil have major control 


‘over the direction their kid takes. That's why team sports like 
soccer, Yuppie sports like mountain biking and Roller Biading 
are up while we scratch our heads tyjng to figure out why 
skateboarding is down. I'd like @ more broad, thinking, colorful, 
fun, individual circle to deal with, thank you very much. 

‘Most thinking dealers agree. They are so bummed about 
the way most of the manufacturers are taking things. Right into 
the slums where all the money is. | guess they forgot to take 
"Marketing 101" in school. If you market skateboarding as an 
urban lifestyle it will attract @ crowd that has no buying power. 
None. How long will the kids in the suburbs want to dress up 
‘and act like bums, hobos, and gangsters? It's just not @ win- 
‘ing group and after awhile it's depressing, not cool, being an 
outcast. Families who are caught in the urban jungle dream 
every day of getting out. Why are we tying so hard to get in? 

| believe that pro and sponsored skaters don't always 
attract business. Don at "Zero Gravity’ in Salem said that 
these sponsored skate athletes actually thought that his busi 
ness would be hurt it he didn't let them hang out. So did 
Kevin in Canada. Young kids will call his park to find out if the 
locals” are there. If they are they'll stay home, This is nuts! A 
wood manufacturer of skateboards, about 10,000 per month 
in the 70's, told me recently that he got his now 12 year old 
kid out of it (skating) four years ago. Now the kids fully into it 
tle league. His dad saw the writing on the wall and wanted to 
promote a positive lifestyle for his kid. This story is being 
repeated in the millions around the country. We're loosing, 
business because of ourselves, 

Now @ pro skater at this point will say "Hey man, don't 
mess with my scene. You don't know what your talking about. 
You can’t even do a pressure flip. You're lame dude. It's tough 
‘out there on the street and the kids want what we're doin’ 
bro.” He's worried. He's backing up. His freebee lifestyle is 
being threatened. Granted he's a rippin’ skater but what he's 
selling (himself, as a professional star figure) the "bread and 
butter" market is not buying. He doesn’t know he could be 
making 100 times what he is because he doesn't have the 
insight to the real market available. 

As a retailer, what do you do? Go with the flow? Just sell 
what they want to buy? Actually it's fairly easy takin’ that road. 
What to do. | would think to answer this question you should 


My personal opinion is that the kind of kids who 
get off on the baggy clothes and the “gangster 
wear” don’t have peanuts to spend and are trying 
to bring it all down for some sick reason, so who 
cares if they get miffed. | sure don't. Screw ‘em. 


first ask who "they ” are. Who's your market and who do you 
Want to sell to? As a businessman, do you want your own 
whopping 100% marketshare of 1% of the outcast society or do 
you want a tiny 1% marketshare of 100% of the kids? think 
‘about it. Which group will be more diversified, wealthy, parent 
‘supported, etc...The 100% group, not the 1% core. 

What do you do? | say butt heads with the freeloaders 
tying to control the industry in the name of "skate brother- 
hood." Skate brotherhood is just a small group of people that 
‘want to continue their “free lifestyle" in back offices, art 
rooms, sales desks, you know, marketers doing it their way 
with limited scope. They're taking us down the wrong road. 
Some of them have got to be seeing it. This scene can't last 
forever and I don't mean Rocco's graphics or marketing tech- 
niques. That doesn't bother me. | think it's genius. 

It's the professional attitude of the pro riders. Hell, the 
writings on the wall! There's a big, big change coming. This 
dark constituent can only lead to industry failure. As @ group 
and independently, we've got to swerve it back on course or 
find new jobs because the hard core market wll only cater to 
few selected companies. 

Here are some ideas. Upon attempting to do a demo or 
when @ pro shows with his typical unprofessional attitude, 
remind him that he's there to help you promote. Not repulse. 


If he says you're “lame”, politely take him to the airport and 
send him home. He'll probably think you're driving him to a 
party. He can think about his worth to you and himself on the 
plane and it's my guess that he'l be the only one of his kind 
(on that plane. While he's on the plane cancel your order with 
his manufacturer. Hit them in the pocketbook. 

This latest urban bum attitude won't appeal to anyone 
who means or amounts to anything business wise. My person 
al opinion is that the kind of kids who get off on the baggy 
clothes and the "gangster wear” don't have peanuts to spend 
‘and are trying to bring it all down for some sick reason, $0 who 
cares if they get miffed. | sure don't. Screw ‘em. Bring down 
BMX or something else. Don't mess with skateboarding. I'd 
like to stay invoNved. After all, it's been thirty years for me, Not 
thirty months for them. 

Truthfully, I'm not sure if anything can be done. When 
you look in the magazines it's almost hopeless. | mean the 
ads are rough and black and white instead of color. The 
messages are directed towards an independent rebellious 
attitude. It's a rough image. Not ones that parents are wantl- 
ng to direct their sons towards, You don't see this in any 
other single successful sport (with the possible exception or 
Harley biking). | think most people are good and want to pro- 
mote good, not evil. Let's market to them. 

Skateboarding and | mean “riding a skateboard” does 
have a down side. Harassment by police and shop owners, 
‘sneers, the outcast thing, All of it contributes greatly to the neg: 
ative image but | also believe that the skaters are playing to 
this outcast image too much. After all, dress like a hobo and 
people will notice you in a crowd. "Look at me. Maybe in these 
clothes you can see me better as | mess up that marble 
bench. Oh, I didn't know it cost the city $1,800.00. Sorry 
dude.” 

But what | want to do now that I'm 40 years old is suo 
cessfully sell products. But | need a market to sell to. If we 
have come to the conclusion that the current attitude is actual 
ly hurting the sales of our products and shouldn't be part of the 
image we want to promote as skateboarding, we can do a num 
ber of things. We would certainly be ridiculed by the freeloader 
pros out there right now. Oh my. No more meal tickets, Who: 
cares? | sure don't. | work for a living, Always have. 

All manufacturers should look beyond the "bro factor” 
(example: "Hey, he's just that way. Kinda' different, ya know? 
It's cool") when sponsoring am and pro skaters. Look at the 
appearance of the skater and his perceived effect on the 
overall market, Forget his peers that don't buy anything any 
way. If he would offend your mother at dinner, don't sponsor 
him. When a kid wants to be sponsored or attempt to do a 
demo for you, don't let him wear clown clothes and show up 
‘unkempt and sloppy because the parents with dough will take 
their kid(s) straight to the soccer field every time. [note: At 
this point there is a sound business argument. "But we sell 
Clown Clothes and do OK with them." True, but to only 1% of 
the potential market available to you.] 

Make pros act professional at con- 
tests. No drinking. No thrashing hotels. No 
drugs. No rags for clothes, No fun? Too 
bad, go home. Now, more than ever, 
we've got to really work really hard to 
regain our piece of the pie thanks to about 
75 unprofessional “pros” in the late 80's 
and early 90's that didn't have the insight 
to hold the young crowds attention, to put 
con a good show, to create a litle competi- 
tive rivalry, to interview well, dress well, be 
leaders, etc. Why not get $100,000 for frst instead of $400.2 
Go for Coca Cola and 7-up not Powell or NHS! 

When a group o' bums show up to your local shop, get rid 
of them right away (pay them to leave) and while your at it 
make your employees shape up. Contrary to popular "skate 
belief, they are not viewed as the coolest guys in school any- 
more. That was five years ago. 

Jn your shop. Nobody sits on the counter, no smoking, 
no hamburgers at work, hire people who can speak well and 
articulate full sentences, etc...Pretend in your mind it's a golf 
shop and you actually have to “service with-a-smile" people, 
{'m not proposing military school full dress but it doesn’t 
take much brain power to see that the current attitude tums 
business away rather than it attracts. “Don't come in here 
please.” 

‘Real manufacturers work hard and late into the day, they 
‘sweat, they hurt their backs, they cut themselves, ingest bad 
fumes while laboring over their products, they invest thousands 
of dollars in tooling and are broken hearted only to see spon- 
‘sored kids spoil their sales by promoting in the wrong direction, 
‘As a pro skater your money and our money is limited by you 
more than anyone. If people don't like you hanging around, 
take a good look at yourself. Maybe there's something wrong, 
Let's clean up and become a successful sport again.
